The question arises: Can America af- 
ford to daddy the world (as world court 
advocates advise) and take a responsi- 
ble part in the actions of each of its 
children? The unmistakable answer is, 
No. CHARLES FPrRaAsER SANBORY.

Asked by Paris Bishop 


A plea for patiencé and sympathy 
with Europe in its attempts at recon- 
struction was made yesterday by 
Bishop Edgar Blake of the Paris 
(France) area of the Methodist Episco-
